The move came as a surprise. Dem- 


ocratic leaders had just announced 
their intention of withholding the' 
proposal until after enactment of the 
straight insurance bill, planning then 
to move for its adoption as an amend- 
ment to the law. 
The substitute 
bill advanced by 


Senator Copeland. would give the vet- 
eran, in addition to all benefits pro- 
posed in the pending measure, an op- 
tion of full cash payments instead of 
insurance. 
The pending bill would allow cash 
payments to veterans not entitled to 
more than $50, but would limit others 
to 20 year endowment insurance poli- 
cies. 
The substitute calls for issuance of 


$1.500,000,000 additional bonds un- 
der the Second Liberty Loan act, with 
interest not to exceed 4% per cent, in- 
stead of 4 % per cent, to meet the 
cash payments, which would be made 
available nine months after enact- 
ment of the bill. 'The straight insur- 
ance measure calls for an annual ap- 
propriation of $100,000,000 for twen- 
ty years.

Courthouse Tower 
Not a Menace Now 
Says City Engineer

City Engineer R. K. Linville stated 
this morning that while the cupola of 
the courthouse is badly in need of re- 
pairs It is not in a condition which 
might be called menacing. Mr. Lin- 
ville was asked about the safety of 
the superstructure of the building- in 
the light of reports yesterday that it 
was seen to sway perceptibly in the 
heavy wind of Sunday from the Pat- 
ton street level. 
Mr. Linville stated that a budget 


provision of $3,000 for repairs to pub- 
lic buildings during the coming fiscal 
year but this money will not become 
available until May 1st and no -effort 
will be made to carry out the neces- 
sary repair work to the courthouse 
tower until then. 
Mr. Linville. how- 


ever, pointed out that the work could 
be done at_once if the contractor were 
agceable.- to -waiting until:_ May . for 
his money but he said that the un- 
dertaking cannot l>e begun until court 
adjourns. 
Court probably will end 


during the present week but the crim- 
inal term of the court will begin on 
May 5th. 
The engineer stated that early this

The whole structure is 
built of wood covered with tin sheet- 
ing which has rusted to a point of al- 
most continuous perforation. 
This 
has resulted in rain and weather rot- 
ting the timbers many of which are 
in need of being replaced 
without 
much further delay. Mr. Lm\-jile said 
that the money had been asked for at 
the time the examination was made, 
but it was felt just then that the sum 
of 
53.000 which probably will 
be 


needed in making the towerjsafe, was 
top large an amount of rhoney to 
spend on the tower when discussion 
already was going on as to the wis- 
dom of providing a new courthouse. 
Since nothing definite has been done, 
however, the engineer will proceed 
with the work of making the tower 
safe early in May. He is of opinion 
that there is no need for any anxiety 
for while in bad shape, he believes it 
will withstand any assaults the ele- 
ments may make between now and 
the time set for undertaking the re- 
pairs. .

One of thc things that is being done 


in this movement is to hold denomi- 
national pride in check and make 
such adjustments as seem desirable 
when a community has a number of 
small, struggling congregations which 
would be able to do more effective 
work if united. In many a small town 
will be found the churches of half a 
dozen or even more denominations 
None of them is able to pay its minis- 
ter adequately, nor to engage in such 
social or educational service as would 
be possible if the congregation were 
larger. 
In the Christian fundamen- 


tals these various churpHes may be in 
harmony. 
What the Home Mission 


Council is doing is to persua'de them 
to unite. 


We may expect this tendency to 


proceed further, for it is becoming 
more or less commonplace for minis- 
ters of one denomination to be invit- 
ed to address churches of another 
shade of belief. 
And especially in 


summer, when attendance is slight, 
union services are becoming more 
and more frequent. 


In the Northwest the plan is to ob- 


serve comity in all forms. If there is 
an unoccupied field, instead of each 
denomination attempting to nil the 
need itself, the Home Mission Coun- 
cil is permitted to assign certain 
bodies.
